It was with considerable regret 
that the president allowed Krug to

November. 
Men In daily contact with the 
chief ex ecutive said that ever since 
that time he has had a desire to 
bring Krug back into government 
service at the first opportunity. 
Mr. Truman became acquainted 
with Krug during the latter's ap­ 
pearances before 
the senate ap­ 
propriations committee in 1939 as 
power manager for the Tennessee 
Valley authority. 
Krug’s speedy confirmation seem­ 
ed likely, despite some grumbling 
in the senate from westerners that 
he Is not a representative of their 
section, because he was born in 
Wisconsin, east of the Mississippi.

Feb. 27 —House 
Republican Leader J oseph W Mar­ 
tin, J r., called on the United States 
today to take the lead in a world 
campaign to wipe out compulsory 
military service and to cut down 
on weapons of war.

urged that United Nations machin­ 
ery be liv'd to attain the objective.

urging efforts to seek an interna­ 
tional ban on peacetime conscrip­

In testimony prepared for the op­ 
ening of house military committee 
hearings on his proposal, Martin 
said that In brief what he suggests 
is that "while we are now obligated 
to keep a six shooter in one hand, 
we ex tend tlie olive branch of peace 
with the other." 
Taking note of President T in ­ 
man's recent new’s conference com­ 
ment that the propasal would not 
be practical. Martin asserted: 
“ To those who say this proposal 
is impractical, I say you will not 
know how practical it Is until you 
try it and the least it can do is to 
test the good faith of the world 
powers.”

izens to reduce food consumption in 
this country. 
"I ain asking you and a very few 
other public spirited

for supporting such a 
voluntary 
program, Ex -President Hoover

accepted my invitation and will be 
there I count on your support."

TRA N S PO R TAT ION 
EOR THE FUTURE 


I’he country 's v ast sy stem of airway s, 
highway s and waterway s will b e ex ­ 
panded at the G ov ernm ent's ex pense, 
while all of the im prov ements for the 
railroads will b e priv ately financed. The 
prob lems with which the railroads are 
faced as a result of the war should hav e 
intelligent consideration b y state and 
national authorities wherev er regulation 
restricts the opportunity for the rails to 
m ov e forward. 


T he railroads want no sub sidy ; they 
want equity . They are a heav ily tax ed 
industry com peting with sub sidized in­ 
dustries, and all they ask is equality of 
opportunity . 


As the railroads planned to meet the 
requirements of war, so they arc plan­ 
ning for the opportunities of peace, and 
giv en a fair and equitab le chance they 
will furnish the pub lic the b est in freight 
and passenger serv ice 


T A X E S 


T he Pennsy lv ania Railroad Com pany 
during the war y ears paid in tax es and 
disb ursed for improv ements and repairs, 
to meet the war load a sum of money 
equal to the entire deb t upon the prop­ 
erty . A national railroad sy stem without 
any deb t would place the railroads in the 
sam e position as their competitors, as 
the G ov ernm ent furnishes a large am ount 
of the capital for the waterway s, the 
highway s and the airway s 


There was m uch deferred maintenance 
during the war period. T he Interstate 
Com m erce Com m ission gav e the rail­ 
roads authority to create reserv es to meet 
tins situation. T he tax ation sy stem, how ­ 
ev er, would not permit them to take any 
tax b enefit on reserv es so created, and 
m oney that should hav e b een set aside 
for this purpose was tax ed the same as 
otherincorne.

LEGIS LATION 


T o clarify the intent of Congress with 
respect to carriers sub ject to the Inter­ 
state Com m erce Act and to resolv e any 
regulatory conflicts with the Antitrust 
laws. Congressman Bulw inkle of North 
Carolina introduced a b ill. H. R 25 30, 
known as the Bulwinkle Bill, which giv es 
such carriers protection from the A nti­ 
trust laws only to the ex tent that their 
acts and procedures hav e ob tained prior 
Commission approv al. The Bill was e n ­ 
dorsed b v the Interstate Com m erce ( oin- 
m issionand num erous state comniissicftis, 
and b y pub lic and commcrc ial b od.es and 
b y shippers and producers generally It 
was passed b y the H ouse b y a large ina 
joriry af)J now awaitsaction b y the Senate 


T o insure consistent policies with re 
spcct to legislation, and the future cfft 
ciency of the transportation sy stem, the 
Bill is worthy of the earnest support of 
the people, w ho hav e recently seen the 
v ital im portance to the nation of the 
ab ility of the carriers to work together 
in the pub lic interest. 


FREIGHT AN D 
PAS S ENGER RATES 


T he railroads hav e done the war job 
with practically no increase in freight 
rates and a relativ ely small increase in 
passenger fares— 2/10 of a cent per mile 
in b asic coach tares and 3 10 of a cent 
pet mile in fares good in Pullman cats 


H ie y ear 1946 will b e one of greatly 
increased cost of operation and m ain­ 
tenance with a decreasing b usiness, and 
it is therefore imperativ e to consider the 
need tor increased railroad freight rates 


The railroads were granted a 5% in ­ 
crease in freight rates, in May , 1912. 
winch howev er was suspended 
until 
six m onths after the war; b ut, as the 
situation 
appears to 
lie 
dev eloping, 
it will he necessary for the railroads 
to petition the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for an increase greater than 
that under suspension, in order to meet 
greatly increased ex penses and av oid 
deficit operation. 


Large ex penditures m ust he made tor 
the rehab ilitation of the railroads. All of 
these necessities will require money in 
large amounts. M oney requires credit, 
anu the credit of the C om pany is v ery 
m uch affected b y the rates at which the 
b usiness is carried.
